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Ar length, at a meeting of the clergy at 
Elizabeth Town, in Mu- Jerſey, in October, 
1767, a committee was appointed to frame 
me plan of proviſion for the widows and chil- 
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dren of ſuch of our clergy as ſhould die in ne- 
ceflitous circumſtances; and, in purſuance of 
this appointment, the Revd. Dr. SMitn, Pro- 
voſt of the college of Philadelphia, the Revd. 

Dr. Avcumvurty, Rector of Trinity church, 
the Revd. Dr. Coor ER, Preſident of King's 
college, both of New-York, and the Revd. 
Mr. Coox, Miffionary in Monmouth county, 
New- Jerſey, met at Perth- Amboy, May 12, 
1768, and framed a Plan; which, with ſome 
alterations, obtained the approbation of ſundry 
ſucceeding meetings of the clergy. A draught 
of a Charter was alſo agreed upon, and Char- 
ters ſoon aſterwards paſſed in each of the three 
_ provinces of New-York, New Jerſey and Penn- 
ſyloania, by which the Clergy, and a number of 
the moiſt reſpectable Laity named with them, are 
created a body corporate, in which ever of theſe 
provinces they may meet, or have occaſion to 
tranſad bufineſs. 


Firſt MEETING, October, 1769, held in the 
Cities of Bu RLIN TON and PHILADELPHIA, 


T n x firſt meeting of the corporation, a- 
_grecable to charter, was convened at the city of 
Burlington in New-Jerſey, October 4th, being 
the firſt Wedneſday after the Feaſt of St. Mi- 
chael, 1769; where moſt of the Clerical, and 
ſundry of the Lay, members appeared. After

tor their countenance and aſſiſtance in carrying 
this deſign into execution, In this letter, the 
ſociety, as a mark of their earneſt deſire to

the accuracy and care with which all the ſeve-

on this occaſion, are as follow, viz. 


FuxpamentTtal LAWS and REGU- 
LATIONS of the Corporation for the 
Relief of the Widows and Children of Clergy- 
men, in the Communion of the Church of Eng- 
land, in America.” 


LAWS relative to ANNUITIES, &c. 


I. HH E yearly contributions of the cler- 

gy, whoſe widows and children ſhall 
be hereby intitled to annuities, ſhall not be leſs 
than eight Spaniſh milled dollars, of the preſent 
current weight, namely, ſeventeen penny- 
weight and fix grains, nor more than twenty- 
four ſuch dollars, or the value thereof in cur- 
rent money of the province where each con- 
tributor lives. 


II. No annuities ſhall be paid but to the 
widows and children of ſuch clergymen as ſhall 
have been contributors to the fund; and the 

reſpective

reſpeQive annuities to be paid to the widows 
and children of ſach clergymen, ſhall be five 
times the ſum of their annual contribution. 


III. IN order to have a certainty, both as 
to the quantum, as well as the payment of the 
annual rates, each contributor ſhall abide by 
that rate or claſs which he firſt chooſes ; unleſs 
he ſhall change into. another claſs, on ſuch 
terms as to the corporation ſhall appear to be 
reaſonable : And each contributor ſhall pay 
his annual contribution to the corporation, on or 
before the firſt Wedneſday after the-Feaſt of St. 
Michael, in every year, under the penalty of 
one penny in the pound, for every day's de- 
fault: And if the ſaid penalty of one penny in 
the pound, together with the whole contributions 
due, ſhall not have been paid up during the life 
of the contributor, then his widow and children 
ſhall receive only. an annuity proportionable to 
the payments made by the huſband or father, 


IV. ER yearly contributor, who ſhall 
marry oftner than once, ſhall pay one year's 
contribution extraordmary. on every ſuch 


marriage, as he makes the chance in general 
worle againſt the fund. 


V. Is the huſband or father of any perſon 
or perſons, intituled to an annuity on this plan, 
| ſhall

ſhall not have paid five annual contributions in- 


to the fund; then the widow and children ſhall 
only be intituled to ten per cent, per annum, 


for thirteen years, on the amount of the con- 
tributions paid by the deceaſed, 


VI. Ir any contributor ſhall have paid for 
five years, or any number of years under fif- 
teen, and exceeding five, the annuitants ſhall 
receive only half the annuity which belongs to 
the rate or claſs ſubſcribed to by the deceaſed, 
until ſuch time as the yearly deduction of half 
the annuity, added to five or more payments, 
made by the deceaſed (without computing inte- 
reſt) ſhall together make a ſum in the fund, 
equal to the ſum of fifteen annual payments in 
the rate or claſs to which ſuch deceaſed contri- 
butor belonged ; which partial annuities, pay- 
able agreeable to this article, ſhall be propor- 
tioned between the widow and children as 
hereafter fixed, in reſpett to full annuities, viz. 


VII. Is there be no children, the widow 


of every contributor, if fewer than fifteen pay- 


ments {hall have been made by the deceaſed, 
{hall receive the whole annual ſum due by the 
laſt preceeding article; and if fifteen fuch pay- 
ments ſhall have been made complete by the de- 
ceaſed, then the widow ſhall receive the whole 
annuity due on the huſband's contribution dur- 
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ing her widowhood ; and if ſhe marry again, ſhe 
ſhall, from the time of ſuch ſecond marriage, 


receive only half ſuch annuity during her natu- 
ral life. 


VIII. Ir there be a child, and no widor, 
ſuch child ſhall be intituled to the whole or par- 
tial annuity for thirteen years, agrecable to the 

foregoing articles; but if there be more than 
one child, and no widow, the annuity, whether 
whole or partial, ſhall be equally divided a- 
mong them, to be laid out, in caſe they are mi- 
nors, in their education or apprenticeſhip, with 
the advice and approbation of ſuch executors or 
guardians as the father may have nominated; 
and if none ſuch ſhall have been nominated by 
the father, then in ſuch manner for the benefit 
of the child or children, as the corporation

IX. Ix there be a widow and one child, 
the annuity, whether whole or partial, ſhall be 
equally divided between them, under the limi-

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X. Tur corporation may, if they think

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XI. Tur corporation ſhalb have power to 
uicreaſe the rates of annuities, as the ſtate of 
the fund ſhall.admit ; and.for that end, all bene-

the term of ten years to come from this day, be 
put out to intereſt, on good land ſecurity, and 
the ſaid intereſt annually collected, and again

I. T every annual meeting, agreeable 

to the charter, there ſhall be one pre- 
ſident, one or more treaſurers, and one ſecre- 
tary choſen for the enſuing year; and if any of 
the ſaid officers ſhould be abſent from any meet- 
ing, the members met ſhall chooſe another to 
officiate in his ſtead, during that meeting. At 


any annual meeting, the members met as afore- 


faid, ſhall have power to elett ſuch new mem- 
bers as they ſhall think fit, and likely to pro- 
mote the good purpoſes of the charity ; and all 
elections whatſoever, ſhall be by ballot, and 
the majority of votes ſhall be ſufficient for the 
eledion of the preſident, treaſurer or treaſurers, 
and fecretary ; but no new member ſhall be ad- 


mitted, unleſs four-fifths of the whole votes be 
in his favor, 


II. Tux ſhall at each annual meeting 
be choſen a ſtanding committee of ſix members, 


conſiſting of two out of each of the three pro- 


vinces, who, together with the preſident, trea- 
ſurer or treaſurers, and ſecretary, ſhall direct 
and carry on the neceſſary correſpondence of 
the corporation, and from time to time affiſt 
the treaſurer or treaſurers, in managing the

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rents and eſtate of the corporation, and in put- 
ting out at intereſt the monies coming into the 
ſtock, either by the annual contributions of the 
clergy, or the occaſional donations of benevo- 
lent perſons, for which good land ſecurity ſhall 
be taken, at leaſt to double the value of the mo- 
nies lent, payable in Spaniſh milled dollars of 
the preſent current weight, namely, ſeventeen 
penny-weight and fix grains each, or the value 
thereof in current money of the province where 
the loan is made. 


III. THe annual meetings of the corpo- 
ration, appointed by the charter, ſhall be al- 
ternately held in the provinces of New-York, 
New- Jerſey and Pennſylvania; and fix weeks 
previous notice of the time and places of all an- 
nual meetings, ſhall be given by the ſecretary, 
in one or more of the public news-papers, pub- 
liſhed in New-York, and in Philadelphia. 
And if an occaſional meeting of the corporation 
ſhould be found at any time neceſfary, and the 
ſtanding committee of buſineſs, to be appointed 
agreeable to the rules of the ſociety, ſhould ap- 
ply in writing to the preſident of the corpora- 
tion, to call ſuch meeting at any particular 
place within the ſaid three provinces, the preſi- 
dent ſhall call ſuch occaſional meeting at the 
place requeſted by the committee, giving ſuch 
public notice thereof, by the ſecretary, as is 

| directed 
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direfted above. And at all ſuch meetings, 
whether occaſional or ſtated, any number of 
members met, not being leſs than fifteen, ſhall 
have power to make by-laws, and in general, 
ſhall have all the powers granted by charter to 
this corporation, other than the making, alter- 
ing or repealing fundamental laws and regulati- 
ons ; provided always, that when any part of 
the ſtock of the corporation 1s to be diſpoſed of, 
or any augmentation of annuities to be made, 
the ſame ſhall be expreſſed in the previous. pub- 
lic notices hereby directed to be given of 
fuch meetings. 


IV. Tux treaſurer or treaſurers, ſhall give 
ſuch ſecurity to the corporation every year, 
or as often as thereto required, in ſuch ſum 
or ſums as the corporation at any annual meet- 
ing may judge ſufficient, for the faithful diſ- 
charge of the truſt repoſed, and to be repoſed, 
in him or them; and farther, he or they ſhall; 
at each annual meeting, exhibit his or their ac- 
counts to the corporation, for their inſpection 
and approbation. 


ALlTHoucn the foregoing laws and re- 
gulations were enatted upon as full and mature 
deliberation as the time would admit, yet, upon 
reconſidering them carefully the next day, 
when the number of members preſent was not. 

ſuſſicient 
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ſufficient to authorize any alteration or amend- 
ment, ſome things, relative to the payments to 
be made by thoſe of the clergy whoſe widows 
and children were to be intitled to annuities, 
ſeeming to have been tacitly implied, which 
ought rather to have been fully expreſſed; in or- 
der therefore to prevent any future miſappre- 
henſion of the ſenſe of thoſe articles, it was 
thought expedient, that an explanatory article 
ſhould be added, to be agreed to and ſubſcrib- 
ed by all the clergy preſent, and, in future, by 
every clergyman who ſhould become a contribu- 
tor, in order to intitle his widow and children to 
an annuity from this fund, until ſuch time as a 
majority of the members of the corporation 
-ſhould again be met to give this explanatory 
article ſuch further ſanction as might be 
thought neceſſary. In this explanatory article, 


the clergy declare their ſenſe of the preceeding 


laws and regulations to be, that every clergy- 
man, who ſhall become a contributor, in or- 
der that his widow and children may be intitled 
to an annuity at his deceaſe, is to continue the 
payment of has yearly contribution during his life, 
and not to ſtop at the end of fifteen years; the 
whole calculation being on the principle of pay- 
ments for life. And they further declare their 
Tenſe of the articles to be, that if any clergyman 
ſhould die in arrears of his annual payments, 
all his arrears, with the penalty of one penny in

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the pound ber day, are to be dedufled out of the | 
. annuity payable to the widow and children, 


By the foregoing laws and regulations a plan 
was ſettled for the management and diſpoſition 
of a fund, that was partly to ariſe from the 
faled contributions of thoſe whoſe families were 
to be intituled to relief and aſſiſtance from it. 
Theſe contributions of the clergy are conſider- 
ed as the annual ſavings of a ftrit and ſevere 
ceconomy, laid out in the purchaſe of ſmall an- 
nuities, to be kept in reſerve for their wives and 
children, in caſe they ſhould come to be wi- 
dows and orphans. To ſuch a fund, where the 
parties to be benefited by it, were themſelves to 
exert their utmoſt ability towards its eſtabliſh- 
ment, it could not be doubted that large addi- 

tions would be made by the generofity and cha- 
| rity of the benevolent and tender-hearted ; 

eſpecially as the wants and diſtreſſes of thoſe, 

who by this inſtitution are to be relieved and aſ- 
ſiſted, could not fail to have been peculiarly in- 
tereſting and affecting to perſons of humanity 
and ſenſibility. 


Arran paſſing the above laws, and doing 
ſome other neceſſary buſineſs, the corporation 
adjourned to meet at New-York the ſucceeding

Price of London, upon the fundamental laws 
of this corporation, particularly reſpecting the 
Jcheme of annuities; the ſame was read, and or- 
dered to be inſerted in the minutes, and publiſh- 
ed with the abſtratt of the proceedings, for the 
uſe of the members.

REMARKS on theScnrme of the Corpore- 


tion for the Relief of the Widows and Children 
of Clergymen, in the Communion of the Church 
of England in AMERICA, | 


HE experience of twenty-{even years 
1 has proved that the widows of the mini- 
ſters in Scotland, live one with another twenty 
ears 
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ta) 
years in a ſtate of widowhood. Let this be ſup- 
poſed to be the fatt among the widows of cler- 
gymen in America ; and let it be alſo ſuppoſed 
thatall, who don't leave widows, leave children, 
'who, by the ſcheme, will be entitled to an an- 
nuity for thirteen years. 


T nx conſequence of theſe ſuppoſitions is, 
that at the death of every married clergymen 
an annuity will become due, payable for either 
twenty years, or for thirteen years. 


TARIN G widows and families of children 
together, let the annuity be ſuppoſed payable 
for ſixteen years. As more widows will be 
left than familjes of children without widows, 
I reckon this a moderate ſuppoſition, after al- 
lowing for ſuch families of children, as may be- 

come extintt before the expiration of thirteen 
years; and alſo for the payment of only half 
annuities for two or three years (by article 6th.) 
to the widows of ſuch clergymen as have not 
made fifteen annual payments.---Should this 
ſuppoſition however be a year too much, or 
too little, no great difference will ariſe. 


Accorvine to theſe ſuppoſitions, the ſo- 
lution of the following queſtion will determine 
whether this ſcheme is adequate or inadequate.

Wu ar is the value to a perſon of a given 
age, in annual payments during life, the firſt 
payment being made immediately, of an annui- 
ty of one pound for ſixteen years, payable after 
his death, provided he lives four years, or ſo 
long as to make five annual payments ? 


ANnswER. Find (by queſtion tenth, 
obſervations on reverfionary payments, &c.) the 
value, in annual payments during the given life, 
of an annuity payable for ever, or of a perpe- 
tuity, after the failure of a life four years older 
than the given life. Diminiſh this yalue in the 
proportion of the value of the perpetuity to the 
value of an annuity for ſixteen years, found in ta- 
ble ſecond. And this reduced value, multiplied 
by the value of one pound to ke received at 
the end of four years, and allo by the prohabi- 
lity that the given life ſhall exiſt four years, 
(found in tables third, fourth, or fifth) will be 
the anſwer. 


Sueyos1NG the given life thirty, and reck- 
oning compound intereſt at four and a half per. 
cent, the anſwer thus calculated will be very 
nearly a quarter of a year's purchale---Suppat- 
ing the age forty, the anſwer will be three tenths 
of a year's purchaſe,---This ſuppoſes all the 
clergy who marry, to leave, at their deaths, 
Either widows or families of children, ---In 
Scotland, for the laſt twenty-ſeven years, one 
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In Zwenty-fix, of all the miniſters who have been 
married, have died widowers without children. 
In the preſent caſe, let only one in twenty be 
ſuppoſed to die ſo circumſtanced, and the con- 
ſequence will be that the values juſt given 
ought to be leflened a twentieth part; or, that 
the annuity being one pound, the annual pay- 
ment ought to be four ſhillings and eight pence 
for the age of thirty, and five ſhillings and 
eight pence for the age of forty. 


From hence it follows that, taking all ages 
together, frve ſhillings per annum for life, ought 
to be paid by every married member of ſuch an 
eſtabliſhment as that under conſideration, for 
every annuity of one pound promiſed to his wi- 
dow and chitQren; or that the proportion of the 
annuity to the annual payment ought to be four 
to one, and not ſive to one as in this ſcheme, 


I Have taken intereſt at four and a half per 
cent, becauſe I ſuppoſe it poſſible in America to 
improve money perfectly at this rate of com- 
pound intereſt. If intereſt may be taken as high 
as fix per cent, the proportion in the ſcheme, of 
the annuity to the annual . will be near- 
ty right. 


I nave farther ſuppoſed, that no ſuch ex- 
_ traordinary payment is made on a ſecond marri- 
age as is mentioned in article 4th. And that the 
meaning of article gth is, that if there be a vi- 
dow

dow and one or more children, and the latter 
ſhould all die before the end of thirteen years, 
the whole annuity ſhall be payable to the form- 
er, if then living and ſingle. If this is not the 
* meaning of this article, a difference that ſeems 
improper will be made between the proviſion 


for a widow w:thout children, and a widow with 
children. | 


I ALso ſuppoſe the intcreſt of all the mo- 
ney ariſing from benefattions, to go towards 
increaſing equally annuities juſt adequate to the 
annual payments, and capable of being ſup- 
ported by them, without any aid from charita- 
ble benefactions. Ls 

BATCHELORS might, T think, be induced 
to encourage ſuch a ſcheme as thiz, dby offering 
that, ſhould'they marry after becoming mem- 
bers, all' the: payments they had previouſly 
made, ſhould entitle their widows and child- 
ren to the ſame annuity, as if they had been 
married before they became members. 


Tris is the beſt account I can give of this 
ſcheme ona general examination of it.

x is well known that the chief ſupport of the Clergy 
of the church England, in theſe northern colonies, depends 
on the bounty of our tellow-members of the church in 
Great-Britain; and the venerable Society, who have the 
diſtribution of this bounty, will be more and more 
obliged to retrench their allowance, that, like faithful 
Stewards, they may be able to reach out their helping- 
hand to the numerous petitioners for new miſſions, in. 


theſe daily growing colonies—The additional ſupport 


which our Clergy receive from their congregations is 
generally ſmall, often precarious, decreaſing ſome- 
times in neminal, and always in real, value; from the 
growing expence of the neceſſuries of life, Decency, a 
regard to character, to their own uſefulneſs, to the credit 
of religion, and even your credit among whom they 
miniſter, require them to maintain ſome ſort of figure 
in their families, above thoſe in common buſineſs; while 
certain it is that, after all the expences of their education, 


any ſober and reputable tradeſman can turn his induſtry 


to more account than theirs.” 


« Tusk things are not mentioned as matters of 
complaint, being often of neceſſity in many places; and 
it is hoped the clergy will never make their calculations 


| 
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t the way of the world, but keep their eye on their 
Maſter's ſervice looking forward to the Recempence of 
Reward. Yet what is here mentioned, ſhews the pro- 
priety of the deſign before us; namely, the making 
ſome proviſion for their deſtitute Vidows and Children 
For tho? the clergy, by ſtrict economy and good exam» 
ple, may in their life time give their children a good 
education, and cheriſh in them the hopes of future uſe- 
fulneſs—yet often, amid theſe fond preſages of the heart, 
the father, perhaps in his prime of years, is called from 
this world—The prop of a whole family is no more! 
On his life, under God, was their whole dependence 
even for daily bread! His death leaves them deſtitute 
deftitute alas! not of bread only, but even of councit 
and protection upon earth!“ 


« FATAL reverſe! Ah! Little do the world in ge- 
neral, and eſpecially they who baſk in the eaſy ſun-ſhine 
of affluence and proſperity—little do they know the va» 
rious complicated ſcenes of private anguith and diſtreſs !** 


« To be Farnzrs, then, to ſuch FarurrLEss 
CHiLDREN as theſe, to take them by the hand, and 
lead them forth, through the ſnares of the world, unto 
ſome public uſefulneſs in life, that the name and memo- 
rial of our dear brethren and faithful paſtors deceaſed, 
may not be wholly loſt upon earth to do TH1s, and 
give ſome gleams of comfort to the affited Wibows 
and MoTHexs that ſurvive - muſt ſurely be one of the 
higheſt delights of a benevolent mind; and this is the 
glorious object of the Cnarity before us! Bleffed, 
therefore, be all they in this world and the next, into 


whoſe. hearts God ſhall put it, to aſſiſt in ſo benevolent 
a Cefign” —— 


Is like manner, the author of the ſecend ſermon ob- 


ſerves 
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ſerves concerning the Clergy in theſe northern co- 
lonies that many who ſerve at the altar, cannot 
live by the altar'—Their Wipows he conſiders in the 
ſituation of that * woman of the wives of the ſons of 
« the prophets who cried unto Eliſha ſaying —Thy ſer- 
« yant my hvſband is dead, and thou knoweſt that thy 
« ſervant did fear the Lord, and the creditor is come to 
* take unto him my rws2 en to be bondt- men. 


To be employed, ſays he, in relieving ſuch diſtreſs 
as this “ is a work upon which the whole heavenly 
hierarchy will look down with joy—nay, the great Je- 
hovah himſelf views with pleaſure ſuch good. iii to- 
wards men—he ſees—he approves—he records our la- 
bour of love! Every mite we beſtow is noted in his 
book——and when all other pleaſures ſhall ceaſe ; when 
every gratification in which we now delight thall grow 
taſteleſs and inſipid; when we ſhall Rand upon the verge 
of eternity; then Caarity will be found a valuable 
treaſure—even a refuge and conſolation laid up againſt 
the day of nature's great diſtreſs ! Bleſſed ! for ever 
bleſſed ſhall the ele then be, for ey ſhall obtain 
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Mercy: 


Tu author of the hir ſermon enforces the great 
duty “of doing good unto all men, eſpecially unto them 
which are of the hou/hold of ſaith.” And to what had 
been ſaid, on the former occaſions, concerning the prepa- 
ration and ſtudy neceſſary ſor undertaking the miniſte- 
rial office, he adds“ And when we are ready to of- 


fer ourſelves for this ſervice, which muſt be at an age 
when men may have been long ſettled, in any other em- 
ployment, there is ſtill a heavy load of expence (to 
whoſe reproach ſhall it be ſpoken ? for a reproach it cer- 
0 is) to be ſuſtained in a voyage to a diſtant 
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quarter of the globe for ordination.— This laſt ex- 
pence, and the perils attending it, are hardſhips pecu- 
liar to the candidates of our Church in the colonies; 
and not to be paralleled in any other chriſtian ſociety !” 
Beſides theſe diſcouragements which beſet the entrance 
into our miniſtry, the Clergy labour generally during 
their whole lives under the further diſcouragements al- 


Teady mentioned, from the ſmallneſs and precariouſneſs 


of their livings ; ſo that imagination can hardly pic- 
ture to itſelf ſcenes of deeper diſtreſs than, after their 
deceaſe, are ſometimes to be found in their familie 
bereaved of their ſupport—deprived of their habitations 
turned abroad to the world, wounded and half-dead 
Neven more the objects of pity than the traveller bound 
from Jeruſalem to Jericho—and their condition ſuch 
as would move the compaſſion of a Samaritan himſelf ! 
Surely, then, it muſt move the tender heart of a true 


Chriſtian, and none ſuch ii paſs by en the other fide!" 
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
